THE BENWELL TRAGEDY. 


Were Two Fortune-Hunters 
Lured to Death? 


ANOTHER ENGLISHMAN M I'SING. 


B urcliell Found G uilty of M urder. 
Mrs. B urcliell an Accessory 
A fter the F act. 


Asfloci&ted Press Dispatches to the H brald. 


W o o d s t o c k , Ont., March 8 .—New and 
sensational developments are cropping 
up in connection with the 
Benwell 
tragedy, and the question now is whether 
there have not been at least two victims. 
Two or three years ago a young English­ 
man, Neville H . Pickthall, came here, 
purchased a farm six miles south of 
town, and about four months ago mar­ 
ried the daughter of a minister. 
On 
February lO'.h Pickthall raised $1,000 on 
a mortgage on his farm and left here, 
saying to his wife: 
“ I am going to 
double this money before 1 come back.-'’ 
H e was seen at Niagara Falls that night, 
and said he was going to New York to 
m eet his sister. 
The testimony in the 
Burchell examination showed that he 
reached New York and there m et the 
Bnrchells. 
Since then no trace of him 
has been found, nor any word received 
from him. 
The theory now is that be 
was enticed to New York by Burchell 
w ith the expectation of making a large 
sum of money, and was put out of the 
way for the money he carried with him. 


T H E BEN W ELL IN Q U E ST . 
P k in c e t o n , O at., March 8 —The in­ 
quest on the remains of Benwell was re­ 
sumed this morning. Pelley, the young 
m an who accompanied benwell and 
Burchell to. this country, told the story 
of his acquaintance with Burchell and 
Benwell, much as he did at Niagara 
Fails. 
The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
finding th at Benwell came to his death 
at the hands of Reginald Burchell, and 
they implicate his wife as having guilty 
knowledge of the crime after its com­ 
mission. 


T H E E V ID E N C E A G A IN ST B U R C H E L L . 
Burchell was arraigned at Niagara 
Falls last Tuesday and 
pleaded not 
guilty. 
Young 
Pelley 
testified that 
Burchell had told him what a nice place 
Pine Pond was, and that he would drive 
him out to it during the summer in a 
four-in-hand. Pine Pond is near the 
place where Benwell’s body was found. 
“ Burchell told m e.” continued the wit­ 
ness, “ that Benwell gave him the keys 
of his trunks in order to pasB Beuweli’s 
baggage.” 
A detective testified that Burchell said 
lie could not recognize Benwell’aclothing 
from photographs taken alter death, 
while Pelley quickly recognized them 
and said that they were made of odd 
m aterial, and that any person could not 
be mistaken about them . 
George Hay, a Grand Trunk brake- 
man, swore that he saw the prisoner on 
Monday at Eastwood station, near the 
scene of the murder. 
H íb trousers were 
turned up at the bottom and his shoes 
covered with mud. 
Burchell was remanded to jail to await 
the result of the Coroner’s inquest at 
Princeton. 


M RS. B U R C H ELL A R R A IG N ED . 
Mrs. Burchell was then arraigned as 
an accessory to the crime, and the mag­ 
istrate informed her that he had been 
instructed by the Attorney-General of 
Ontario to remand her for seven days. 
H er counsel protested against the Attor- 
ney-General’s interference, and 
Mrs. 
Burchell wept. 
A consultation was held 
and the prisoner allowed to remain at a 
hotel under police surveillance to enable 
her counsel to interview the Attorney- 
General and see if bail could be arranged. 
The Attorney-General refused to accept 
bail and ordered that she continue under 
guard. 
Mrs. Burchell is looked upon by the 
people as being an innocent woman, and 
as having been duped into marriage with 
Burchell. 


CAN SH E B E P U N IS H E D ? 
Pelley believed Mrs. Burchell knew of 
the plot conceived by her husband to de­ 
fraud Benwell, and th at she was a part­ 
ner in the fraud. There was little differ­ 
ence of opinion among the jurors as to 
th e question of guilt, the only question 
being whether or not a verdict Bhould be 
given in the absence of the prisoners. 
That portion of the verdict finding Mrs. 
Burchell accessory after the fact, is crit­ 
icised. 
Under the law of Canada, a wife 
cannot be punished for shielding her 
husband, and it is asserted, therefore, 
Mrs. Burchell cannot be made an acces­ 
sory after the fact in the general sense of 
the term. 


T H E PO LIC E H A V E A T H EO R Y . 
The New York World's correspondent 
at Niagara Falls, working on the Ben­ 
well case, says that the Dominion police 
have a theory that in England there is 
an association of some kind which makes 
ill-gotten gainB by preying upon credu­ 
lous young Enliahmen, younger sons and 
youths in quest of building up fortunes, 
mostly, and inducing them under very 
much the same pretexts by which Burcb- 
ell is said to have lured Benwell and 
Pelley hither to seek a new world. 
The supposition is that there is a middle 
m an in London, with agents in his em ­ 
ploy, and that these agents bring young 
fellows whom they are to dupe. For 
two or three years, in some British 
newspapers, advertisements have been 
appearing to the effect that young men 
in search of good living might find it in 
the Dominion. 
It was each an adver­ 
tisem ent in the London Standard that 
three or four months ago canght Pelley’s 
eye. 
That advertisement was Burch- 
ell’s, and it evidently caught Benwell as 
well.

O m a h a , March 8 .—The linemen of this 
city, about 125, decided last night to quit 
work until their demand for an increase 
of wages was conceded by their em­ 
ployers. This action was taken by the 
Union Order of Linemen, which includes 
the linemen employed by the electric 
light company, W estern Union, Union 
Pacific and telephone company. 
The 
companies interested refused to grant the 
increase, which is from $2.10 aud $2.25 to 
$2.50 anti $2.65.

Miscarry; 


KENEGADE APACHES CA PN JBED . 


High W ater Up North—Ynba and 
Feather Rivera Booming, 
R ailroad Taxes.

S a n F r a n c is c o , March 8 .—George W. 
Gregory and John R. Ewing were ar­ 
rested this evening on the charge of rob­ 
bing Wells, Fargo & Co. of $212 two 
months ago, and the men confessed that 
they had engaged in a plot contemplat­ 
ing an extensive series of robberies. 
Gregory was formerly a messenger it 
the employ of Wells, Fargo & Co., but 
he resigned his position last December. 
Before doing so, however, he obtained a 
key which would unlock the treasure 
boxes of the company and another key 
which would give him access to exprass 
cars. He took E wing into his confidence, 
and on January 5th, last, they boarded a 
ferryboat at Oakland, and while Gregory 
kept watch, Ewing climbed into an ex­ 
press wagon which was being ferried 
over, and while the driver was standing 
at the horses’ heads unlocked the trsaB- 
ure box and extracted a package eon- 
taining $212, which the men escaped 
with. 
W hile Gregory was in the emplcy of 
the company he secured the combina- 
tionsof about forty safes in country offices 
of the company, and the men next at­ 
tempted to rob the safes at Petaluma, 
Santa Rosa and Sacramento, but were 
unsuccessful, the combinations having 
been changed. 
They then engaged the services of 
another m an, whose name is unknown, 
and formed a plan to hold up one of the 
express messengers on the overland train 
on its arrival at Oakland. Their courage 
failed them as they were about to exe­ 
cute this plan. 
Gregory and Ewing next went to 
Lathrop to rob an express car there, and 
were planning to go to FresDO for the 
same purpose, when they were arrested.

and Lieutenant Clarke. The troops hac 
a sharp fight with the Indians, resulting 
in the killing of two of the renegades 
and the capture of the other three, one 
of whom was wounded. The troops had 
traveled over 360 miles of the roughest 
country in the Territory, and in this skir­ 
mish with the Indians escaped without a 
scratch. The killed were buried where 
they fell, and the prisoners were brought 
here today. 
They will be taken to S*n 
Carlos, and later will be turned over to 
the authorities of Graham county.

Court this morning deciued the long 
pending contest over railroad taxes. The 
iecision is in favor oi the railroad com­ 
panies, the court holding that the com­ 
plaint is defective, and that the mode of 
collection of taxes under the constitution 
is 
unconstitutional. There were five 
wits, the defendants being the Central 
Pacific 
Company, Northern Railway 
Company, San Pablo and Tulare Com­ 
pany, Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany and California Pacific Railroad 
Company. The decision is rendered in 
the case of the first named. It was writ­ 
ten by Justice Fox, and is concurred in 
by

McFarland, 
Patterson, 
8harpstein and Works, while Justice 
Thornton and Chief Justice Beatty dis­ 
sented, the latter writing a short opinion 
in support of his views. The points in­ 
volved concern the right of the State and 
counties to collect taxes under the pro­ 
visions of the new constitution.

Emperor 
William’s Auto­ 
cratic Utterances. 


WILL TOLERATE NO OPPOSITION. 


The New R eicheta; is a Study—Bis­ 
m arck W ill Leave it Cook 
In its Own Juice.

B e r l in , March 8.— [Copyright, 1890, 
by the New York Associated Press. J— 
The Government has decided to open 
business in the Reichstag with projects 
prepared by the Council of State, fore­ 
most of which are bills regulating work 
on Sunday, and restricting the hours of 
labor of women and children. 
The 
more complex measures, relating to the 
hours of male adults, and m iners’ work 
per day,will be reserved until the autumn 
session. A bill will also be presented 
aiming to control strikes, and an anti­ 
Anarchist measure, designed to replace 
the anti-Socialist law. 
It is impossible 
to foresee how the heterogenous elements 
of the Reichstag will group themselves 
upon the Government’s proposals. 
The 
official expectation is that the projects 
of the Council of State will be quietly 
discussed and accepted, but the army 
credits and anti-Anarchist law will test 
tbe position of the Government toward 
the majority. 
The Freissinnige organs 
say if the Centrists throw their vote 
against the Government a dissolution 
will be immediately pronounced. 
Bis­ 
marck is going to the country on the 
broad, Bimple platform of the mainte­ 
nance of the efficiency of the army. 
Although the clerical presB is reserved 
on the subject, suggestive allusions con­ 
stantly recur to tbe resolutions adopted 
at the recent Catholic congress in favor 
of foreign intervention at Rome. The 
first terms asked will be educational con­ 
cessions. W hen theee shall have beeu 
granted, whatever pressure 
the Cen­ 
trists can exercise they will concentrate 
upon an effort to effect the rupture of the 
existing compact with Italy. 
The anti-Anarchist bill is the E m ­ 
peror’s inspiration, and was assented to 
by Bismarck. 
It is the anti-Socialist 
law under a new uame. It is understood 
that the expulsion clause of the anti­ 
Socialist law is omitted, and the bill per­ 
mits a wider freedom of discussion in the 
press and on the platform, and enacts 
severer penalties against assailants of the 
Crown and Government. 
The Emperor’s speech at Brandenburg, 
Wednesday .continues to excite the great­ 
est public interest. The official version 
in the North German Gazette, instead of 
modifying, intensifies the Em peror’s dec­ 
laration of absolutism. 
In a most re­ 
markable passage he said : 
“ I see in the 
people and the Jand entrusted to me by 
God a talent which, as the Bible says, it 
is my duty to increase. 
I mean with all 
my strength to so trade with my talent 
that I will be enabled to add many an­ 
other thereto. Those who help me I 
heartily welcome. 
Those who oppose 
me I dash to pieces.” 
All classes of papers are commenting 
on this according to their political views. 
The Pomeranian Reichs Post urges the 
Em peior to establish a dictatorship. 
Other papers advise the suppression of 
universal suffrage and the suspension of 
the sittings of the Reichstag if opposition 
becomes violent. The Rheinische West- 
phaliche Zeitung, a Bismarckian organ, 
asserts that the Chancellor, freely criti­ 
cizing the result of tbe elections, said : 
“ We shall leave the new Reichstag to 
cook in its own juice.”

P roperty ow ners of this city

A COMPLEX ENGINEERING PROBLEM. 
b u t to engineers of fair education and ex ­ 
perience, a very practical m atter and 
not attended by any serious difficulties 
a t all. 
A sim ple area calculation for capacity, 
and a selection of gradient routes which 
natn re has provided for outlets by a 
natn ral drainage, and on th e principle 
th a t w ater will run down hill, does not 
require any great im ported talent to 
dem onstrate, 
and 
especially in 
this 
country w here 
people 
are 
naturally 
educated by th e irrigation of lands and 
handling of w ater. 
c u t we have no so­ 
lution of the problem of utilizing our 
sewage beyond w hat we knew at home, 
en d w hich does us no good, and for 
w hich a large sum has been paid an e x ­ 
pert to repeat to us. 
GUIDING LIGHTS. 
W e have before us th e practical expe­ 
rience of hundreds and thousands of cities 
and townB, at hom e and ab ro ad , th a t have 
been well sew ered and d rained, and with 
all th e adjuncts of sanitary appliances, 
engineering skill and th e m ost recent 
practices in th e art of buildiug sewer 
w orks to date. 
So far as talent is con­ 
cerned in th e m ere laying of a Bewer, it 
is conceded th a t any experienced brick or 
vitrified pipe-layer or m ason is m aster of 
all the sim ple details of construction, and 
requires but sub-grade stakes a t proper 
intervals to guide th e line of w ater run, 
and which grades are about the most 
sim ple problem in field-work engineering.

w ell b uilt and ab undantly capacious for 
all uses for m any years to com e, com ­ 
plete. 
FOR A SUM NOT EXCEEDING $7,600, 
Including a sea outlet, all to be done on 
a rational business basis, and uo non­ 
sense or w aste connected with it. 
A nd still, in face of these well-known 
local facts, we are told by the expert of 
th e City Council, brought here 3,000 
m iles at an expense of $1,275, th a t our 
sewage cannot be treated for the uses we 
desire for less th au 50 to 75 cents per 
capita per year for each in h a b ita n t!

cient the year around, an d w here super­ 
n atan t sew er w ater can be of no earthly 
value, but, on th e contrary, a w aste 
nuisance to be gotten rid of, and if the 
treatm en t is m ade of the sew age it is be­ 
cause it is to rid it of solid m atter and to 
tu rn the valueless, to th em , resultant 
fluid into th e nearest outlet to m itigate 
in some m easure w hat otherw ise would 
be a greater nuisance. 
HOW OFTEN 
W ill it be necessary to reiterate these 
things, and subm it to th e ir sophistry a t­ 
tem pted to be UBed continually to throw 
duet in th e eyes of th e thin k in g people 
w ho have too m uch intelligence not to 
see it; and show th a t w hat has not 
proved profitable or suitable in other 
clim ates is diam etrically reversed here ?

W e will presum e that three double­ 
collecting basins will be used as settling 


tanks, boilt on principles for self-cleans­ 
ing,and calculate one doable basin for each 
of theee three collecting points proposed, 
each to be 220x220x10 feet in sise, and 
holding about 3,000,000 gallons each ; the 
hggrefate capacity would be 9,000,000 
gallons, or sufficient fir about six-days’ 
sewage output. 
A t convenient points lim e w ater (m ilk 
of lim e) at th e rate of 10 solid grains of 
lim e per gallon ef sewage would be in tro ­ 
duced som e distance above th e inlet to 
tb e basin u nder treatm ent, until it is 
filled; th en allow the solids to subside, 
and w hen th is is done, say in eight to 
tw elve hours, draw off th e supernatant 
w ater for irrigating purposes, using the 
second or altern ate tank m eanw hile, thus 
changing from one to th e other continu­ 
ously. 
THE LIME PROCESS 
H as been applied to sewage upon an e x ­ 
tensive scale a t T ottenham , England. In 
th e n inth report of the m edical officer of 
th e P rivy Council it is stated ‘‘th a t at Lie- 
cester, E ngland, the elaborate outfall 
works succeed in their object of purify­ 
ing th e river from nuisance. 
T he river 
used to be very foul. 
Now, w itb far 
m ore sewage discharged, theie is only a 
little discoloration just at th e outlet. The 
process consists in the m ixture w ith the 
sew age of a certain proportion of the 
m ilk of lim e, after w hich a copious de­ 
posit of highly putrescible m ud take* 
place, w hile th e suuernataut liquid flow» 
o ff in a com paratively clear, though som e­ 
w hat m ilky condition. 
Prof. W ay found 
th a t from te a to sixteen grain* of slacked 
lim e per gallon of sewage was sufficient 
to precipitate ordinary sew age.” 
Instead of trying to tre at the sm all 
quantity of solid m atter w hich costs 
m ore thau it is w orth, and is constantly 
cited as costing large sum s to dry, com ­ 
press and get rid of, we have no especial 
need of treating it, and th u s avoid e x ­ 
pensive plants and treatm ent. 
We w ant 
the fluid portion instead, w hich carries 
most of the value and w orth to us as an 
irrigating w ater, as we get m ost of th e 
fertilizers as well. 
T hen sluice out the 
precipitated sludge through a modified 
outlet to th e ocean, thus getting rid of it 
nearly w ithout handling, and a t a nom i­ 
nal expense. 
T he eolid m atter w ill average, by esti­ 
m ates from good authorities, about 7% 
ounces per head every tw enty-four hours, 
w hich, for a population of 80,000, would 
be about 37,500 pounds, or som e 3.750 
gallons, and daily, say, 300,000 gallons 
draw n from th e supernatant w ater of the 
adjoining tan k would sw eep th e sludge 
cleanly to th e sea every tw enty-four 
hours. 
By an in term itten t treatm ent of 
this nature there is no doubt but w hat 
this whole subject would be easy of solu 
tion and practically successful. 
The se­ 
ries of tanks would be set so as to work 
on hydraulic principles, by gravitation, 
so nearly autom atically arranged th a t 
ONE ATTENDANT 
Would sim ply tend th e supply 
and 
delivery gates, and com m and at will any 
of the requisites in th e operatio n ,to -w it: 
F irst—Direct the 
raw 
sew age 
into 
either tank desired to fill. 
Second—T urn on any quantity in any 
direction required of th e partly purified 
sewage for irrigation. 
Third—In case of any derangem ent, 
the ocean outlet stands ready to dispose 
of all or any p art of th e volum e of sew ­ 
age. 
F ourth— A trial could be m ade by th e 
city of sm all works of th is nature after 
th e sea outlet was m ade to fully te st its 
m erits before building large and com ­ 
plete w orks, so th ere would be little risk.

and “ the w ater run into th e cree k ,” as 
stated in the engineer’s report? 
O ther 
good and suitable ground ia available, 
and there is no question th a t if the 
sw am p route is selected, untold and un­ 
foreseen construction difficulties and ex ­ 
pense will be encountered. 
A lim ited 
space along the Southern Pacific railw ay, 
after leaving room for the track and safe 
distance, will have to be followed over a 
long distance of boggy, swam py ground, 
and little room will be left to operate 
upon in th e construction. 
H ard ground 
can be found on which to construct this 
work for m ost of th e distance, and it 
only requites average engineering judg­ 
m ent to select it. 
It is also manifohtly 
for the best interest of the city to con­ 
dem n or buy and own ita own right of 
way to the sea, over the best gradient 
ground th a t can be selected, so as here­ 
after to have no entangling alliances 
with any railroad right of wav or other­ 
wise. 
It is m ore than likely th a t th e ta x ­ 
payers of this city can get all of this 
work done in a good, substantial, w ork­ 
m an-like m anner, suitable for present 
purposes, and from ten to tw enty years 
additional, 
for not to exceed 
seven 
hundred thousand dollars. 
T he figures 
for this 
basis are plain to 
thinking 
m inds.

A dd to this sum $106,000 for any pos­ 
sible contingency, and we have a total 
of $700,000. 
If a private association of 
business m en w ere contem plating the 
accom plishm ent of th is purpose, they 
could do it in a good, su b stan tial w ork­ 
m anlike m anner for th e sum nam ed, so 
far as th e building of purification w orks 
is concerned, and an ou tlet to th e ocean. 
W hy do we w ant to p a t dead capital into 
the ground for a population of 200,000, 
w hen we have probablv n o t m ore th au 
present population of 70,000 ? 
T he w ork th a t I have outlined for 
treating stations is am ple for a popula­ 
tion of 100,000, an d th e re is a g reat lik eli­ 
hood th a t th e ocean-outlet sew er would 
bo sufficient for 200,000. 
Suppose, by 
grow th, in fifteen years we have used up 
th e capacity of th e ocean-outlet and 
treating stations I outline, w hat hinders 
th e en largem ent of th e 
precipitation 
works and ocean outlet by adding a few 
m ore treating basins, and laying an o th er 
duplicate concrete pipe alongside of tho 
one proposed. 
C apital at 8 per cent., com pounded, 
will double itself in nine years, so th a t 
all th e surplus p lan t put into th e ground 
at th e end of n ine years will have oaten 
itself up before any com m ercial value or 
use can be realized from it. 
Now let us take portions of th e 
ENGINEER’S REPORT 
M ade to the O ity Council, and see w hat 
th a t is m ade of. and how it fits our needs. 
Passing over a lot of unim portant m a tte r 
in th e report, we arrive at a point w here 
Us language deals in general details th a t 
can be considered. 
It s a y s : 
“ The estim ates of cost hareinafter pre­ 
sented are based upon the requirem ents 
of first-class w ork throughout, and upon 
the dem ands for a population of 200,060 
people and a daily am ount of sew age 
equal to 20,600,000 gallons, with a m a x i­ 
m um flow at th e rate of 30,000,006 gal­ 
lo n s.” 
W hen will Los A ngeles be a city of 
200,000? C ertainly not sooner than nine 
years, and even if th en it will be a pne- 
nom enal grow th, unprecedented and not 
at all likely. 
More probably in nice 
years we m ay have a population of 100,­ 
000. 
T hersfore, w hat sense is there in 
spending great earns of m oney for a su p ­ 
posititious and unlikely grow th? W here 
is th e 20,000,000 gallons com ing from to 
supply th e city w ith w ater, to say n oth­ 
ing of th e m axim um flow of 30,000,000 
gallons? 
T he whole surface flow of th e L ob A n­ 
geles river in the dry season, as near as 
I can judge by a gauging of th a t stream , 
only am ounts to abont 13,000,000 gallons 
in tw enty-four hours, and even if the 
w ater supply am ounted to 20,000,000 
gallons, w hat proportion of it will find 
its way into th e new eew er system ? 
It 
is entirely safe to 6ay it will not, under 
any safe contingency, am ount to over 33 
per cent., th e larger am ount going on 
grass law ns, flowers, sprinkling streets 
and m ultitudes of other surface uses. 
The total am ount of w ater fam ish ed this 
city is about as follows, estim ated from 
the dryest tim e last sum m er for tw enty- 
four houra:

This, for a population of say 70,000, is 
70 gallons per capita per day, and 33 per 
cent, for sewage u«es, would be about 
1.600.000 gallons th a t would fiad its way 
into sewers. 
We are told large am ounts of 
UNDER DRAINAGE 
W ill have to be provided for, but accord­ 
ing to the report we can allow th e 50 per 
cent, 
cited as the am ount of 
under 
drainage into the new w orks, and even 
then would only have in sew age output 
3.200.000 gallons in tw enty-four hours 
w hile th e inexpensive sea o u 'let I have 
outlined has a daily capacity of 14 000,600 
gallons. 
I again quote th e engineer's 
re p o rt: 
‘‘The cast-iron outfall into th e ccaan is 
to cost $60,000, and $20 000 w ere as­ 
sum ed to cover th e expenses for th e p ar­ 
chase of rig h t of way and th e necessary 
frontage. 
T he 
ontfall should 
extend 
about 2,000 feet from th e shore into 35 
feet of w ater, and consist of two pipes, 
each 36 inches in diam eter. 
F o r the 
present it w ould be necessary to lay only 
one 3-foot pipe. 
A greater diam eter 
would cau ie an insufficient velocity and 
deposits.” 
Now here is an adm ission th a t one 
3-foot pipe ia deem ed sufficient to carry 
all th e sew age, and we are told th e out­ 
fall sew er m ust be 4 by 
feet in eize, 
and to cost w ith its expensive appur­ 
tenances $696,775, as against th e ocean 
o utlet proposed, $175,000. 
T he m ain drainage w orks of th a city 
can be and should be 
entirely con­ 
structed of vitrified and concrete pipes 
from 8 to 24 inches in tern al diam eter, 
and w hen m ore th a n one 24 inch pipe is 
needed by reasou of a larger m ain d ra in ­ 
age, duplicate them or lay on parallel 
streets. 
I th in k th e m ains an d tra n k s as 
planned are considerably larger than 
needed. 


WHAT MEMPHIS HAS DONE- 
M em phis, T enn., contains a population 
of about 35,000. 
T he m ain outlet eewer 
is OQ9 foot eight inches in in teru al d i­ 
am eter, and is based on a flow of sew age 
of forty gallons per head per day. 
All 
th e other Bewers are of vitrified pipes 
from 6 to 15 inches in diam eter. 
T here are over 20 m iles of these sew ­ 
ers, and 125 flush-tanks, each autom atic 
fluah-tank holding 125 gallons. 
T he to­ 
tal coat, including expenditure of all 
kinds, has been $137 000, or $687 per 
m ile, w hile th e original estim ate for the 
sam e tow n was from $800,000 to $2,225,­ 
000 by other m ethods. 
T he m ain and 
outlet sew ers have an inclination of from 
1 in 400 feet to 1 in 600 feet. 
No obstruc­ 
tion h a t ever taken place in th e 8, 10, 12, 
15 or 20-inch m ains. 
A t th e sam e ratio 
for our population— double th a t of M em ­ 
phis—say 70,000, th e relative cost for Los 
A ngeles would be $274,000, at th e eam e 
ratio of coat, for 20 m iles ofc sew ers for 
th e city proper. 
A gain quoting from th o engineer’s re ­ 
p o rt : 
‘‘N ear Boston th e sew age ia discharged 
a t th e shores of an island into th e ocean, 
during th e falling tide, w ith th e rate of 
36,000,000 gallons per d a y .” 
H ere is an o th er case to show th a t for u 
population of 480,000, tho en tire output, 
including storm -drainage and everything, 
am ounts to 75 gallons per head per day, 
or 70,000 people a t th e sam e ratio, 5,250,­ 
000 gallons, about th e w ater supply I 
have estim ated for Los Angeles. 
Take Stfn F rancisco, a city nearer 
hom e, population 350,000, th e w ater su p ­ 
ply is 17,000,000 gallons par day, m aking 
a b o u t50 gallons por day per head. How, 
then, can any one figure, as stated in the 
“ engineer’s” report, viz., “ am ount of 
house w ater is usually found to be very 
nearly equal to th e am ount used for d o ­ 
m estic supply, w hich in this city is esti­ 
m ated to be 115 gallons per head per day.” 
This would be for a population of 70,000 
about 8,000,000 gallons every 24 hours, 
and if every gallon of it entered the 
sew ers, in ste ad of a b ju t 33 per cent, of 
it, as is nsually th e case, th e works 
roughly outlined by m e would 
STILL BE SUFFICIENT 
To more than properly sewer this city

In view of th e vast difference betw een 
these figures, it seem s as though it would 
bs better to 
DEFEAT THE ENTIRE SCHEME. 
It is better to be rig h t an d w ait, th a n to 
have sewers now and be wrong. P ru d en t 
people will go far in th e way of progress 
of tbe tim es, but hav e no sy m p ath y with 
th e sick sentim en tality th a t says we 
m ust go ahead and build our sew ers, 
right or wrong, or we w ill lose our rep u ­ 
tation as a sanitarium . 
All tie good nam e we have as a city 
has betn gained before a com plete sew ­ 
age syftem wag built, an d it looks highly 
im probable th a t a few m onths m ore w ait­ 
ing, by which we m ay save, if we will, 
some $379,900, will be m ade up by in- 
creasec patronage of tourists w ithin a 
few m cnths. 
It is a verv facile opera­ 
tion to p rin t aud issue $1,597.900 in pa­ 
per boads, b u t how about pay day in 
gold coin?

Alexander Penney 
is an old-timer 
among old-timers here 
in the semi­ 
tropics. 
He was born in North Carolina 
forty-seven years ago, and came to this 
section while a young m an, bringing 
w ith him a young wife. It was,if memory 
serves the reporter with truth, about the 
close of the war. 
The young couple 
came here poor, but with plenty of vigor 
and with frugal, 
industrious 
habits. 
Penney went into the sheep business, 
either as the owner of a small band, or 
perhaps, as is more likely, to herd for 
someone else. In old timeB he was in 
partnership with Senator McComas, of 
Pomona. 
In those 
days there was 
money in sheep. 
Ranges could be had 
free, or nearly so, and the flocks in­ 
creased 
at 
the 
rate ef 
125 
per 
cent., 
the 
wool 
paying more than 
all 
the expenses of taking care of 
a band of moderate size. 
But it was a 
hard life. 
Those who took care of the 
flocks had to be out at all times of the 
day or night. The rains of winter, the 
frosty nights, the suns of summer, the 
parched and dusty hillsides all had to be 
endured. 
For years Penney followed this sort of 
life; but he did not toil and endure alone. 
By his side, at all times, in winter rains 
and frosts, or in summer heats, by night 
and day, his faithful young wife was the 
equal bearer of all his hardships. There 
was nothing in the way of toil and ex­ 
posure she shrank from to aid her hus­ 
band in his struggle to become wealthy. 
And all thing* prospered with them in 
all ways. Their flocks increased and 
their worldly possessions grew apace. 
Nor was th at all. 
As the years passed 
many pledges of affection were borne 
by the wife, and the little hut on the 
mesa, or the tent on the plain was full of 
the bright laughter of children.

one of the most daring operators in the 
m arket. 
He made money hand over 
fist, and had the reputation when the 
boom closed of being worth a quarter of 
a million. 
He m ight be worth more. 
And here in the day of his great pros­ 
perity came the change that is like to 
wreck his fortunes. W ith such a fortune, 
at the vigorous age of 45, with his wife 
still in perfect health, and five or six 
children around his table his lot was de­ 
cidedly enviable. 
He might have lived 
for many happy years to enjoy the rich 
fruits of his years of toil and days of 
good luck. 
Some 
two 
vears 
ago 
a 
young 
woman 
of 
buxom 
appearance and 
rather dashing mien 
came 
on the 
scene of the daily life of the Penneys. 
Alexander, it is reported, introduced her 
to 
his 
family 
as 
a 
niece 
who 
had 
come 
out 
from 
the 
East. 
Mrs. Penney, in her kindness of heart 
and innocence of wrong, urged that she 
be taken care of, as her means were sup­ 
posed to be limited. Mr. Penney thought 
this not necessary, but that it would be 
better if she took care of herself. 
She 
took up her abode at a lodging house in 
this city, where she remained for some 
time. 
One day goiDg out to Beaumont, 
the young woman met an old friend of 
Penney and they talked about his affairs. 
The friend said he was worth a quarter 
of a million. 
“ Oh, yes,” she said with 
much 
enthusiasm , 
“uncle is worth 
half 
a 
million.” 
Then 
Penney 
and 
the 
young 
woman 
went 
to 
San Francisco. If Dame Rumor is to 
be relied upon, Penney told his wife that 
his health was poor, and he was going 
to have it looked after. 
His particular 
ailm ent was represented as being a lack 
of manly vigor, which he desired to have 
restored. On the way to San Francisco 
they sat together in the same seat in a 
way th at was noticed by some of the pas­ 
sengers who knew Penney. To all who 
spoke to them , he introduced the young 
woman as his niece. 
They stayed to­ 
gether in San Francisco for some time, 
and then were lost to public view in Los 
Angeles for some time. 
Penney’s family next went to the 
Azusa, and no one thought much of the 
absence of Penney until the family be­ 
gan 
to 
suffer. The people of the 
Azusa began to talk about the poor 
way 
in 
which 
they 
were 
liv­ 
ing, which waB notoriously noticeable. 
The story was that he was allowing then 
only $25 per month for the six of them. He 
was in Chicago, and soon after he left San 
Francisco a bill came to his agent, in 
this city for $50 for a portrait painted for 
him of a lady. 
Meantime he seemed to 
grudge his family the mere pittance they 
were living on. 
He wanted to cut this 
down. They were living on potatoes and 
flour and the young ladies’ feet were 
like the woman in the burlesque song, 
“ a holy show,” He proposed to buy 
them potatoes and flour at wholesale, so 
as to make the cost less. 
During this whole winter it has been

It 
was a mystery where or how he kept 
concealed. Every now and then a piece 
of real estate was transferred from Pen­ 
ney to some one named James W. Kelly. 
Attempts were made to identify this 
person by decoy letters sent to Chicago, 
but while many a Kelly with a J. W. 
before his patrignym slid up to the gen­ 
eral delivery window, the right Kelly 
managed to “ slide, Kelly, slide” out of 
sight. 
So things ran their course until a few

ago when 
Alexander 
Penney 
turned 
up 
in 
this 
city,

with bis family. It was not 
xnown what would be the outcome to all 
th is in circles where the facts were 
known as they have been for six months 
to a H e r a l d reporter. An effort was to 
be made to settle up on some amicable 
basis, if possible. But all tbese efforts 
appear to have been futile, for the 
denouement of all this story began to come

W hen th e vote waa cast on th e newer 
bonds la st A ugust, one of th e things 
w hieh h ad m uch to do w ith the defeat of 
the schem e was the fact th a t th e ring, 
in ten t on nothing except to have th e ir 
own w ay, flatly refused to separate th e 
interior system from th e outfall sew er. 
“ You m ust tak e th a t or get n o thing,” 
was the m odest way in which taxpayers 
were appealed to to vote away a m illion 
an d a q u arter dollars. 
A fter the bonds 
w ere defeated by th e people, th e ch a­ 
grined ring declared th a t sooner or la ter 
the people would hav e to accept th e plan 
proposed in som e shape or other. 
A fter a lapse of over half a year th e 
tax p ay ers are asked to vote again, the 
bonds being m echanically cut into three 
sections, 
one 
series 
for th e interior 
system , 
one 
for 
th e storm 
w ater 
drains 
and 
one 
for 
th e 
outfall. 
The people are 
disposed w ith m uch 
unanim ity to vote th e first series of 
bonds nnder proper circum stances. 
But 
th ere are a good m any friends of the inte­ 
rio r system w ho are disposed to doubt 
w hether th e circum stances are proper 
Ib fact it looks as if th e ring had cun­ 
ningly devised things so as to force the 
people now as then to accept th e ir 
schem e en tire or get nothing. 
T he seg­ 
regation of th e bonds into sections is 
only apparent and not real. T he interio r 
system is so tak en to th e city lim its as 
to m ake it necessary th a t th e outfall 
sew er be built. 
H as th e ring practiced a 
trick upon th e people? 
If a trick has 
been practiced in th is, th e bonds will de­ 
serve th e fate th a t im pends over them . 
T he objection of a large and most intelli­ 
gent portion of th e people last A ugust 
w as th a t th e outfall w as an unnecessary 
expense to build, and a w asteful disposi­ 
tion of th e sew age to use. 
They insisted 
th a t th e eewage is of too great value to 
b s run into th e ocean w hen it m ight go 
to fertilize large tracts of land. 
Now 
thiB is not th e opinion of a new spaper en­ 
gineer, it ie th a t of a civil engineer 
thoroughly equipped to pass on the ques­ 
tion, and by experience well qualified to 
hav e au opinion as to th e value of sew ­ 
age for irrigation in this section. 
He 
h as always been of th e opinion th a t the 
eewage ought to be so used, th a t the 
river-bed furnished a natural outlet to the 
ocean in tim e of heavy rain, and th a t 
th e ontfall sew er is an unnecessary ex­ 
pense. 
H e was of th e com m ittee to 
devise th e sew er system , h at drew out 
w hen he found th e ring bent on their old 
plan in disguise. T he sewage is m ade 
to debouch a t a point w here it m ust go 
to th e ocean or form a lake, is hie 
opinion. 
There is in th e H e r a l d today another 
opinion as to th e inside system from the 
pen of ano th er com petent engiueer.

T i e R a ilro a d T ax Caaes L ost. 
Thfj Suprem e Court of th e S tate has 
ta k e n th e earns view th a t the U . 8. C ir­ 
cuit C ourt took in regard te th e power of 
th e S tate to apply a different principle of 
ta x atio n 
to the railroads 
from th a t 
governing th e taxation of other property. 
T h e railto ad s claim , and th e Courts con­ 
firm th e claim , th a t if m ortgages are, for 
th e purposes of taxation, an in terest in 
th e property taxed, and can be deducted 
from th e assessed value of th e property 
and tax ed over to the mortgagee, then 
no different principle can be constitution 
ally applied to railroad property, b u t 
th a t th e m ortgage bonds m ust be taxed 
separately and deducted from th e value 
of th e property, as in th e case of private 
individuals. 
T his would seem 
to 
be 
a finality. T here ie no way in w hich 
this 
question can be farther 
tested. 
The railroads have gained their point in 
all th e courts, an d th e m a tte r is now res 
adjudícala. 
T h a t being th e case, it will 
be

Legisla­ 
to rs 
to 
form ulate an am endm ent to 
th e C onstitution th a t will place rail­ 
road property on th e sam e footing, as 
regards taxation, as individual property. 
Thie w ill be a proper tim e to seriously 
consider th e question w hether any bene­ 
ficial object has been gained by taxing 
m ortgages. 
Practically th e law w orks 
against th e in terest of th e b irrow ers, w hen 
it was intended to relieve them by m ak ­ 
ing th e m oney-lenders pay th e ir full sh are 
of th e ta x e s.' 
All w ho have 
had 
occasion to m ortgage th e ir property have 
found that th e taxes, w ith a big m argin 
on the side of th e lender, have been added 
to th e interest, so th a t th e borrow er has 
really been com pelled to pay in interest 
m ore th an th e taxes would have com e to 
if they had not been assessed over to th e 
m ortgagee. 
In addition to this unex­ 
pected working of th e device in th e new 
Conetitution, it ie certain th a t it has not 
operated to increase th e volum e of ta x a ­ 
tion, and thus help to lessen th e rate. 
So th a t it will doubtless be found, upon 
a full discussion of th e question in all its 
hearings and ram ifications, th a t it will hs 
better for th e debtor class and no d etri 
m ent to th e S tate to 
let m ortgages 
go untaxed. 
E astern capital is tim id, 
and will not com e to C alifornia for in ­ 
vestm ent in m ortgages as long as thie

How They 8warm Around 
the Cherokee Strip. 


THICK AS FLIES IN JONE TIM E. 


A lleged Hunters P icking Out D esir­ 
able Claim s—Trouble 
Expected. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H cbali. 
St . Lours, March S.—The latest ad 
vices from O klahom a Territory are to the 
effect that not only scores but hundreds 
of “ prairie schooners” filled with 
“ boomers” hunting for choice lands, are 
moving over the Cherokee strip in all 
directions, and single men and parties 
with guns on their shoulders, who claim 
to 
be 
hunters, 
but 
who 
are 
really selecting land, are encountered 
daily. More than half a dozen boomers 
organizations have been formed at the 
Kansas and Oklahoma line, and the 
boom is on in dead earnest, and it is be 
lieved the Government will find it very 
difficult to suppress or even control it. 
The boomers are also collecting 
the Iowa reservation, east of Okla­ 
homa and south 
of the 6trip, in 
great numbers. It is believed the Indian 
police who are under orders from Chief 
Mayes to clear the strip, will be totally 
unequal to the work. A report is in cir­ 
culation that the colonists have made an 
agreement for a concerted movement to 
invade the strip April 22ad. 
CATTLEMEN FURTHER PROSCRIBED. 
A rkansas C it y , Kan., March S.—Im­ 
mediately after the issuance of the Presi­ 
dent's proclamation ordering the cattle­ 
men to remove their herds from the 
Cherokee strip, they began to negotiate 
for leases on several Indian reservations 
in the Territory. 8ome of them have 
consummated such leases. All are greatly 
excited today by receiving notice from 
Indian Agent Wood that Commissioner 
Morgan had instructed him to allow no 
arrangements to be made with anv cattle­ 
men or others to treat with the Indians 
for lands for grazing purposes, and not 
to allow cattle upon any reservation.

About the Great l.ak ei. 
By far the deepest lake in the world is 
Lake Baikal, in Siberia, which is in 
every way comparable to the great 
Canadian lakes as regards size; for, 
while its area of 9,000 square miles makes 
it about equal to Erie in superficial ex 
tent, its enormous depth of between 
4,000 
and 
5,000 feet makes the 
volume of its waters almost equal 
to that of Lake Superior. Although 
its surface is 1,300 feet above the sea 
level, its bottom is nearly 3,000 feet be­ 
low it. The Caspian lake or sea, as it is 
usually called, has a depth in its south­ 
ern basin of over 3,000 feet. 
Lake 
Maggiore is 2,800 feet deep, Lake Como 
nearly 2,000 feet, and Lago-di-Garda, 
another Italian lake, has a depth in cer­ 
tain places of 1,700 feet. Lake Constance 
is over 1,000 feet deep, and Huron and 
Michigan reach depths of 900 and 1,000 
feet.in the Cascade mountains, about 
seventy-five miles northeast oi Jackson­ 
ville, Ore., is Great Sunken lake. It is 
said to average 2,000 feet down to the 
water on all its Bides. The depth of the 
water is unknown, and its surface is as 
smooth and unru filed as a mammoth 
sheet of glass, it being so far beneath the 
mountain rim as to be nnaffected by the 
strongest winds. It is about fifteen miles 
in length and four and one-half miles in 
width. 
Lake Superior is larger than any other 
inland sea except the Caspian and the 
Albert Nyanza, with its lately discovered 
extension. 
The Caspian covers an area 
of 176,000 square miles and has a depth 
of but 250 feet. 
Lake Superior has an 
area of 32,000 square miles and a depth 
of 1,000 feet.—[Philadelphia Press.

dreds of Japanese lanterns were hung 
The effect of the whole when finished 
was very satisfactory. 
A num ber of line-men of the electric 
company were at work yesterday in pat­ 
ting in extra lights. The hall will be 
brilliantly illuminated at night. 
Early in the day the exhibits began to 
vrrive, and a number of people called to 
make entries. Fruit from 8anta Barbara 
and San Diego and San Fern.indo ar­ 
rived yesterday, and will be unpacked as 
soon as the tabies and stalls are in shape 
to receive it.
